The American Radio Relay League and Girl Scouts of the Green and White Mountains and Girl 
Scouts of Greater Atlanta have developed this patch to inspire girls to learn the fundamentals of 
radio communication and wireless technology (including Amateur Radio). It is available to all levels 
of Girl Scouts: Brownie, Junior, Cadette, Senior and Ambassador. This is also a way to expose the 
girls to STEM (Science, Technology Engineering and Math) areas and supports the Girl Scout Lead- 
ership Development Program of: Discover, Connect and Take Action. 


The booklet of 36 pages is comprehensive in all aspects of communication. There are three sec- 
tions and the Girl Scout has to complete a number of activities depending on her grade level. Page 
12 introduces Morse Code and page 19 begins the material on RF; building a crystal set is an op- 
tion on page 22 and Amateur Radio starts on page 23 and goes for 4 pages. The instructor is en- 
couraged to get an Amateur Radio Operator to help. CERT (Community Emergency Response 
Team) and the NWS SKYWARN are mentioned as activities. We encourage our ham members to 
help the Girl Scouts in the pursuit of this patch.
